Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4-19, 21 and 22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art of record 
discloses or fairly suggest a wrap-around notebook or binder comprising: a front and rear cover, 
a spine coupled to both the front and rear cover, a ring assembly having two elongated frame 
members pivotally coupled along one edge of each frame member, wherein the frame members 
are convexly curved outward; a shield member made of springy metal biasing the frame 
members and forming a shield/frame assembly; a first and second set of half rings mounted on 
each frame member; and a hinge plate having an outer surface and pivotally secured to the shield 
member with the outer surface of the hinge plate aligned with the outer surface of the 
shield/frame assembly when the hinge plate is oriented parallel to the plane of the shield; and 
including all of the other limitations of the independent claims. 
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The Young reference was the closest reference similar to applicant's invention. 
However, Young did not disclose frame members, which were convexly curved outward.
